D.C. to Try Paying Students 


Program will give middle-schoolers cash for good behavior 


WASHINGTON I D.C. Schools Chancellor 
Michelle A. Rhee said Thursday she plans to 
boost dismal achievement at half the city’s 
middle schools by partnering with Harvard 
University to offer an unusual incentive: $2.7 
million in cash to some 3,000 students. 

For years, school officials have used deten- 
tions, remedial classes, summer school and 
suspensions to turn around poorly behaved, 
underachieving middle school students — 
with little results. Now they are introducing 


a program that will pay the students up to 
$100 a month for modeling good behavior. 

Students can receive $2 a point — out of 50 
possible points — for attending class regularly 
and on time, turning in homework, displaying 
manners and earning high marks. The money 
will be deposited every two weeks into bank 
accounts the system plans to set up for them. 

“We believe this is the time for radical inter- 
vention,” Rhee said at a news conference out- 
side Hardy Middle School in Northwest. 


E Cash incentives pro- 
grams for students are 
being launched in schools 
throughout the coun- 
try — in places includ- 
ing Alabama, Arkansas, 
Connecticut, Kentucky 
Rhee and Virginia.

Report: Fire Toppled WTC Building 


47-story structure s 
demise has beeu cited 
iu couspiracy theories 

GAITHERSBURG, M D . I Feder- 
al investigators said Thursday 
they have solved a mystery of the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks: the collapse 
of World Trade Center building 7, 
a source of long-running conspir- 
acy theories. 

The 47-story trapezoid-shaped 
building sat north of the World 
Trade Center towers, across Vesey 
Street in lower Manhattan in New 
York. On Sept. 11, it was set on fire by 
falling debris from the burning tow- 
ers, but skeptics long have argued 
that fire and debris alone should not 
have brought down such a big steel- 
and-concrete structure. 

Scientists with the National 
Institute of Standards and Tech- 
nology say their three-year inves- 
tigation of the collapse determined 
the demise of WTC 7 was actually 
the first time in the world a fire 
caused the total failure of a mod-

ern skyscraper. 

“The reason for the collapse of 
World Trade Center 7 is no longer 
a mystery,” said Dr. Shyam Sun- 
der, the lead investigator on the 
NIST team. 

The building has been the sub- 
ject of a wide range of conspiracy 
theories for the last seven years, 
partly because the collapse occurred 
about seven hours after the twin 
towers came down. That fueled 
suspicion that someone intention- 
ally blew up the building in a con- 
trolled demolition. 

Critics like Mike Berger of the 
group 9/11 Truth said he wasn’t buy- 
ing the government’s explanation. 

“Their explanation simply isn’t 
sufficient. We’re being lied to,” he 
said. 

The 77-page report concluded 
that the fatal blow to the build- 
ing came when the 13th floor col- 
lapsed, weakening a critical steel 
support column. 

No one was killed in the collapse 
of building 7 because it had been

FDA: Radiated Lettuce OK 


Companies will be 
allowed to kill germs 
with a low-level dose 

WASHINGTON | U.S consumers wor- 
ried about salad safety may soon 
be able to buy fresh spinach and 
iceberg lettuce treated with just 
enough radiation to kill E. coli and 
a few other germs. 

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration on Friday will issue a new 
regulation allowing spinach and let- 
tuce sellers to take that extra step, a 
long-awaited move amid increasing 
outbreaks from raw produce. 

It does not excuse dirty pro- 
duce, warned Dr. Laura Tarantino, 
FDA’s chief of food additive safety. 


FIRM RESULTS 

Will treating leafy greens with 
X-rays or other means of radia- 
tion leave them limp? Notwith 
today’s modern techniques, the 
FDA decided. The FDA deter- 
mined that irradiation can kill 
E. coli, salmonellaand listeria 
without compromising safety, 
texture or nutrient value. 


Farms and processors still must 
follow standard rules to keep the 
greens as clean as possible — and 
consumers, too, should wash the 
leaves before eating. 

Irradiated meat has been around 
for years, particularly ground beef, 
which is a favorite hiding spot for 


E. coli. Spices also can be irradi- 
ated. 

But the Grocery Manufactur- 
ers Association had petitioned the 
FDA to allow a list of fresh produce 
and other foods to be irradiated as 
well — starting with leafy greens 
that have sparked numerous recent 
outbreaks. 

The industry group would not 
name salad suppliers ready to start 
irradiating. But it expects niche 
marketing to trickle out first — 
bags of lettuce targeted at high-risk 
populations, such as people with 
weak immune systems “who right 
now may be afraid to eat uncooked 
produce,” said GMA’s chief sci- 
ence officer Robert Brackett.

Taliban Blasts Kill 59 in Pakistan 


Attack at arms factory 
adds to the turmoil 
from Musharraf s exit 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Suicide 
bombers killed 59 people at a huge 
arms factory Thursday in one of Pak- 
istan’s deadliest terror attacks, add- 
ing to turmoil from political squab- 
bling that is threatening to tear apart 
the ruling coalition now that Pervez 


Musharraf has quit as president. 

The twin bombings, which 
also wounded 70 people, hit one 
of Pakistan’s most sensitive and 
heavily guarded military installa- 
tions, underlining the threat posed 
by Islamic militants to the Muslim 
world’s only nuclear-armed nation 
as well as its war-ravaged neighbor, 
Afghanistan. 

Just hours before the blasts, 
which the Pakistani Taliban claimed 


as a response to army attacks on 
militants, a key party in the govern- 
ment coalition threatened to quit in 
a power struggle that has dismayed 
many Pakistanis and the country’s 
Western backers. 

Workers were streaming through 
two gates of the sprawling factory 
complex in Wah, 20 miles west of 
Islamabad, during a shift change 
about 2 p.m. when the bombers 
attacked outside the walls. The force 


of the explosions knocked many 
people to the ground and sprayed 
others with shrapnel. 

“I looked back and saw the limbs 
of my colleagues flying through 
the air,” said Shahid Bhatti, 29, his 
clothes soaked in blood. 

“It was like a doomsday,” said 
Ghaffar Hussain, whose nephew 
was killed. “We are finished; we are 
ruined,” he said, tears rolling down 
his face, robin mcdowell (ap)

Ships Hijacked Near Somalia 

Armed pirates hijacked three ships 
off the coast of Somalia in a series of 
attacks Thursday, an international 
maritime body said, as it urged the 
U.N. to restore law and order to the 
notorious African waters. Three 
hijackings in a day “is unheard of,” 
said Noel Choong, the head of the 
piracy center of the Internation- 
al Maritime Bureau. The attacks 
came two days after the seizure 
of a Malaysian palm oil tanker 
with 39 crew in the same area and 
raised to seven the number of ships 
hijacked in the Gulf of Aden since 
July 20. (AP)

Gergiev leads requiem 
for South Ossetia’s 
dead, assails Georgia 

TSKHINVALI, GEORGIA I Surrounded 
by flickering candles and flanked by 
armored personnel carriers, Rus- 
sian conductor Valery Gergiev led a 
requiem concert Thursday for South 
Ossetia’s war dead in the breakaway 
region’s devastated capital. 

As cameras on booms swept over 
the bullet-pocked facade of Tskh- 
invali’s parliament, Gergiev — an 
Ossetian native — took to the stage 
and embraced a line of teary-eyed 
South Ossetian children. 


RUSSIA BLOCKS PORT CITY 

Russian forces dug trench- 
es and builtfortifications in key 
areas of Georgia Thursday and 
also rolled columns of tanks 
home, picking and choosing how 
they would comply with a peace 
accord. Atop general said it 
could be more than 10 days before 
mosttroops return to Russia.

In addition to being principal con-

“It was a huge act of aggres- 
sion on the part of the Georgian 
army,” Gergiev said. “This is not 
yet a known story to the world,” he 
said. “But I am sure that every day, 
every hour the truth will be coming 
through.”

Iraq, U.S. 
Inch Near 
Exit Date 

Nearly complete 
accord targets 2011 
for troop withdrawal 

BAGHDAD I Iraq and the U.S. pushed 
close to a deal Thursday, setting a 
course for American combat troops to 
pull out of Iraqi cities by next June on 
the way to abroader withdrawal from 
the long and costly war by 2011. 

Subject to final approval by the 
top Iraqi leadership, the exit date 
for U.S. troops would be December 
2011, although the Americans insist 
on linking that target to additional 
security and political progress. 

President Bush has long resist- 
ed a timetable for pulling out, even 
under heavy pressure from a nation 
distressed by American deaths and 
discouraged by the length of the war 
that began in 2003. But that has 
softened in recent weeks. 

The timing has major political 
importance in both Iraq and the 
United States. The two contend- 
ers to replace Bush as commander 
in chief. Republican John McCain 
and Democrat Barack Obama, spar 
almost daily over the war. 

Obama wants all U.S. combat 
forces out of Iraq within 16 months 
of his taking office, saying they are 
needed more urgently in Afghani- 
stan. McCain says recent security 
improvements in Iraq show that 
decisions on the timing of further 
pullouts should be determined by 
circumstances on the ground rather 
than by prearranged timetables — a 
position the White House has vigor- 
ously held until recently, (ap)

MADRID, S PA IN|A gauge indicating 
that overheated air was entering 
a Spanair jetliner forced pilots to 
abandon a takeoff about an hour 
before the plane crashed in flames, 
but airline officials refused to spec- 
ulate Thursday on the cause of the 
accident that killed 153 people. 

As investigators tried to piece 
together what happened, relatives 
crushed by grief went to a makeshift 
morgue to identify loved ones. Offi- 
cials said many of the bodies were 
burned beyond recognition. 

One survivor told of the heaving, 
hellish final minutes of the MD-82’s 
flight, saying she feared she was going 
to die. “The plane was rocking back 
and forth, until I suspected it was 
going to fall,” Ligia Palomino, an 
emergency rescue worker on board. “I 
saw people, smoke, explosions. I think 
that is what woke me up because I 
had lost consciousness.” 

Compounding the tragedy was 
news that at least 22 of those on board 
were children, including two infants. 
Only three youngsters were believed 
to be among the 19 survivors. 

Development Minister Magdale- 
na Alvarez said 39 bodies have been 
identified and that the process could 
take days because forensic teams 
were using DNA to help make iden- 
tifications. (AP)

We seek out 
terrorists, and we will give them the 
option to be captured or killed or

Cash-strapped parents 
steer their graduates 
to community colleges 

RICHMOND, VA. I Two-year communi- 
ty colleges are seeing record enroll- 
ment as families squeezed by tough 
economic times steer high school 
graduates away from more expen- 
sive four-year universities. 

While the shift solves one fund- 
ing problem, it potentially raises 
another. Community college offi- 
cials in some states, including 
Texas and Virginia, are concerned 
the precarious nature of their own 
finances — brought about by rising 
costs and state government budget 
shortfalls — could limit their ability 
to handle the anticipated influx of 
new students. 

Preliminary reports from com- 
munity colleges across the nation, 
which had overall enrollment of 
11.5 million last year, show sum- 
mer enrollments increased, a trend 
predicted to extend into the fall, 
according to Norma Kent, a spokes- 
woman for the American Associa- 
tion of Community Colleges. 

Kent said the trend is in line 
with other economic downturns. 
Community colleges see increased 
demand for their work force-train- 
ing programs from people who 
have been laid off or are in search

of additional skills. 

Nineteen-year-old Whitney 
Daniels of Mathews, Va., had hoped 
to attend a four-year state school 
this fall, but the recent stock mar- 


ket downturn diminished her fam- 
ily’s college fund, making Rappa- 
hannock Community College a 
better alternative, at least for the 
short term. 

Nationwide, the average annual 
cost of attending community college 
is $2,361, compared with $6,185 in 
tuition and fees for an in-state pub- 
lic school. Average annual room and 
board at a public four-year school 
is $7,404, according to the most 
recent figures from the College 
Board, which tracks average tuition

Overhead handles are 
designed to provide 
extra balance, comfort 

Attention, height-challenged Metro 
riders: Help is on the way. 

The transit agency is testing sev- 
eral styles of overhead handles in 
rail cars to give riders something 
to hold onto for extra balance and 
comfort. 

For years, shorter riders have 
been clamoring for Metro to give 
them better grips, especially for 
when trains are standing-room- 
only at rush hour, or when trains 
stop abruptly, sending riders hur- 
tling into the laps and arms of other 
passengers. 

For several weeks, Metro has 
been running eight rail cars outfit- 
ted with either new nylon or vinyl 
overhead handles. The straps are

black, yellow or gray, and hang 10 
to 12 inches from overhead ceil- 
ing bars. The cars have been run- 
ning on the Red and Orange lines, 
Metro’s busiest. 

Metro plans to test the straps 
and gauge rider feedback for about 
another month, before picking one 
style to install on at least 100 rail 
cars by the end of the year. In addi- 
tion, Metro has installed spring- 
loaded stainless steel handles on 
40 of its newest rail cars as an ini- 
tial pilot program. 

The vinyl or nylon handles are 
simple to install and cost $15 to 
$30 each, or $300 to $500 per rail 
car, according to Jeff Pringle, one 
of Metro’s rail car managers. 

One of Metro’s goals this 
year was to install overhead 
handles on at least 25 per- 
cent of its fleet by year’s end.

Report says 8 of 12 
helicopters in ’07 were 
unavailable for 51 days 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I Some of Mary- 
land’s 12 MedEvac helicopters were 
unavailable on multiple days last 
year because of maintenance prob- 
lems, and state auditors were unable 
to verify how often emergency mis- 
sions were completed within the 
crucial “golden hour,” according to 
an audit released Thursday. 

The General Assembly’s Office 
of Legislative Audits noted that

All the Nats have left

NATIONALS I The Washington 
Nationals fell out of contention long 
ago, beaten down by a combination 
of injuries and inferior talent. 

As the final two months of games 
are played, the team’s goals inevita- 
bly change. Certainly, the Nationals 
are playing to win. Manager Manny 
Acta makes that quite clear. Con- 
spiracy theorists who suggest the 
team might be chasing last place 
and the No. 1 draft pick can put 
that talk to rest. 

“Losing doesn’t have any good 
purpose,” Acta said. “You learn 
from bad situations more than 
the good ones, obviously.

manager Jim Bowden assess the 
final months of the season, more 
weight will be placed on develop- 
ment and experiences than on wins 
and losses. 

Take, for instance, Collin Bal- 
ester. In a recent start, the rookie 
right-hander cruised through the 
first three innings. He attacked hit- 
ters, threw strikes and got quick outs. 
Then the lineup turned over, and Bal- 
ester was no longer effective. 

Acta’s lesson was a simple one. 

“This is the big leagues, and guys 
make adjustments,” he said. “A guy 


not only hits in the first inning, he 
spends the next two innings look- 
ing at you trying to make adjust- 
ments.” 

Acta’s message could help the 
rookie reap greater rewards in the 
future. 

Then there’s second baseman 
Emilio Bonifacio. The 23-year-old 
with the blazing speed got off to a 
torrid start after joining the Nats but 
since has fallen into a deep slump. 
Acta contends that a player like Boni- 
facio should be among the most con- 
sistent players in the lineup. 

“He has that tool that never goes 
in a slump,” he said. “When you 
have that type of speed, you should 
never go into any type of prolonged 
slump. You should try to bunt more 
often and take advantage of it, and 
understand that kind of stuff.” 

So, the Nats will win some and 
they’ll lose more. And Acta will 
most certainly teach. The ques- 
tion remaining as the season winds 
down is ultimately: Will the young

Is Golden 

Soccer squad rallies 
around once-banned 
goalie to win the gold 

OLYMPICS SOCCER | They came to the 
Beijing Olympics as a team trying to 
find its way, still adjusting to a new 
coach and each other, still smarting 
from a loss that brought humilia- 
tion on and off the field. 

On Thursday night, the U.S. 
women’s soccer team stood as one, 
Olympic gold medals around their 
necks, champions once again. 

“Vindicated? I feel great, I feel 
amazing. I just won a gold medal,” 
said goalkeeper Hope Solo, who was 
banished at last year’s World Cup. 

Solo made save after save to keep 
the United States in the game, and 
Carli Lloyd scored in the sixth min- 
ute of extra time to give the United 
States a 1-0 victory over Brazil and 
the gold medal for a third time in 
four Olympics. 

Though Solo had allowed only 
two goals in four World Cup starts, 
then-coach Greg Ryan decided to sit 
her for the semifinal against Brazil 
and play veteran Briana Scurry. The 
move was a disaster, and the United 
States was humbled 4-0, its worst 
loss ever at a World Cup. 

Solo lashed out at Ryan, and was 
banished. Later, Ryan was fired. 

“I went through hell. A lot of 
people did,” Solo said. “But I feel 
stronger in the end. I know it sounds 
crazy, but I’m glad I went though it. 
I learned a lot about myself.” 

And she has a gold medal as the

REDUNDANT I “The Rocker” might 
really have rocked if it didn’t feel like 
a cover of a couple superior come- 
dies. The first and most obvious is 
“School of Rock.” 

As a shlumpy, 40ish drummer 
who missed his shot at heavy-metal 


stardom, Rainn Wilson is pretty 
much channeling Jack Black here: 
the volatile man-child outbursts, 
the intensely pure feelings about 
rock music, even some of the crazy 
eyeball stuff feels way too famil- 
iar. And Wilson’s character, Rob- 
ert “Fish” Fishman, similarly gets 
a chance at redemption when he 
hooks up with a high school band 
that unexpectedly finds itself on 
the rise. 


But there are also plenty of ele- 
ments of “This Is Spinal Tap,” one 
of the greatest musical comedies 
ever. Twenty years ago. Fish played 
drums for the up-and-coming 
Cleveland hair band Vesuvius, but 
the other members (led by Will 
Arnett in leopard-print tights, 
eyeliner and shaggy blond hair) 
cast him aside to secure a record 
deal. Everything about the parody 
of this type of metal is very Tap- 


esque, from the gaudy clothes and 
cheesy songs to the onstage explo- 
sions and offstage egos. 

Nevertheless, Wilson has an 
engaging, goofy energy about him, 
as does the movie itself — for the 
most part. Peter Cattaneo, who 
earned an Academy Award nomina- 
tion for directing “The Full Monty,” 
brings some of the same unabashed, 
let’s-put-on-a-show vibe of that 1997 
British-American film. 

Having long ago given up his 
dreams of stardom — but hanging 
on to the ponytail and sideburns 
just in case — Fish now works as a 
drone answering calls at a customer 
service center. Once he gets fired 
and moves in with his sister (Jane 
Lynch) and her family, he receives 
an unexpected request. His inse- 
cure, heavyset nephew. Matt (the 
shy, likable Josh Gad), asks him to 
play the prom with his high school 
band when the drummer drops out 
at the last minute. 

Fish struggles with the deci- 
sion (and, in the process, repeat- 
edly bangs his head on the ceiling 
of the attic where he sleeps, a bit of 
a tired gag from the start) but even- 
tually gives in and joins A.D.D., as 
it’s known. The other two members 
are sullen, sarcastic bassist Amelia 
(Emma Stone from “Superbad”) and 
pretty-boy lead singer and guitar- 
ist Curtis (Teddy Geiger). 

It’s all pretty predictable from 
there. What is a surprise, though, 
is how tame the music is: A.D.D.’s 
songs resemble Radio Disney

Transportation 


Transit agencies try 
to portray buses in a 
more positive light 

Think of the typical city bus, and 
you’re likely to picture old vehicles 
with hard seats and noisy brakes 
that belch diesel fumes as they jerk 
from stop to stop. 

Transit agencies want you to 
take another look. They’re rolling 
out more attractive and comfortable 
buses, convenient express routes 
and even on-board Wi-Fi. 

High gas prices and a tight econ- 
omy have made all kinds of tran- 
sit, including buses, more popular. 
In the first three months of 2008, 
2.6 billion trips were taken on public 
transportation in the U.S., a 3 per- 
cent increase over the first quarter 
of 2007, according to the American 
Public Transportation Association. 
Bus ridership increased 2 percent 
to nearly 1.5 billion trips.

Buses may lack the hipness of 
subways or light-rail, but they are 
the best hope for accommodating 
large numbers of new riders quick- 
ly and affordably. To harness the 
increased demand for mass transit, 
officials are turning to new ways 
of delivering and marketing their 
bus service. 

Ted Mann, an Arlington, Va., 
resident, has been a regular bus 
rider since totaling his car a year 
ago and has noticed the improve- 
ments. 


Mann, 66, said the Washington 
area’s extensive transit service has 
meant he hasn’t felt compelled to 
buy a new car. Still, he can testify 
to the image problem that buses 
face. 

“The other night I was with a 
group of people, and the fastest 
thing to do was to get on the bus. 
Some of these people had never been 
on a bus — as if this was some awful, 
low- class way,” he said. 

Nationally, bus riders tend to 
be poorer than rail passengers. 
According to a 2007 national study 
by public transportation associa- 
tion, 21 percent of trips by rail are 
made by people with household 
incomes of less than $25,000, com- 
pared with 43 percent of bus trips. 
On the other side of the spectrum, 
30 percent of rail trips are made

by people with incomes of $75,000 
or higher, while only 12 percent of 
bus trips are. 

Metro, the Washington region’s 
transit agency, hopes a makeover 
will help buses’ public relations 
problem. This month the agency 
is introducing new buses with a 
modern red and silver color scheme, 
cushioned seats and sound-deaden- 
ing floors for a quieter ride. 

“People who wouldn’t normal- 
ly take the bus — they can see this 
beautiful piece of art here and 
want to take public transporta- 
tion,” said Milo Victoria, Metro’s 
assistant general manager for bus 
operations. 

Elsewhere, transit agencies from 
Chattanooga, Tenn., to Cincinna- 
ti to Oakland, Calif., have intro- 
duced Wi-Fi on buses, particularly 
those that service longer commuter 
routes. Metro plans to make Wi-Fi 
available at elaborate new bus shel- 
ters in Arlington, which will also 
feature heated seats and electronic

signs with bus arrival and depar- 
ture information. 

And transit systems are look- 
ing for inexpensive ways to make 
bus trips faster. Cincinnati’s Metro 
received permission this month to 
make permanent an arrangement 
that allows buses to travel in the 
left shoulder of Interstate 71 when 
traffic is heavy. Other systems use 
technology that keeps traffic lights 
green when a bus approaches. 

In the Washington region, the 
emphasis on improving bus ser- 
vice marks a shift. Metro’s rail sys- 
tem, a federal project of the 1960s 
and 1970s, has long been the local 
favorite. Home buyers often pay a 
premium for proximity to a Metro 
station, while bus routes don’t have 
the same cachet. 

Metro General Manager John 
Catoe, who arrived at the agency 
last year with a mandate to improve 
bus service, said nicer vehicles and 
more convenient service will go 
a long way toward changing the 
mode’s image. 

“We painted the picture of the 
bus,” he said. “We as an indus- 
try need to repaint the pic- 
ture and make it attractive.”

Drinking Age Law 

Metro columnist MARC FISHER was 
online Thursday to look atthe emerging 
debate over lowering the drinking age. 

On the drinking-age 
question, all I ever 
seem to hear are 
anecdotes, judg- 
ment calls, appeals 
to emotion and assertions of com- 
mon sense. What are the num- 
bers? What happened to teen 
drinking and teen DUIs after the 
drinking age was raised? 

The numbers I’ve seen show a defi- 
nite drop in deaths from drunken 
driving in the aftermath of the 21 
law. The numbers for teen drink- 
ing, however, show an increase. So, 
the real question for me is how to 


de-link the drinking age issue from 
the drunken- driving problem. 

Some might say that if 18-year-olds 
are allowed to drink, then the nov- 
elty of drinking will diminish and 
fewer private underage parties will 
occur. That may be the case eventu- 
ally, but the initial reaction of teen- 
agers will be to embrace their new 
freedom and most likely abuse it. 
Changing a law such as the drinking 
age could very well create a period of 
surging drinking and bingeing. But 
just because a change would be dif- 
ficult doesn’t mean it’s not the right 
thing to do. I agree that drinking 
requires good judgment and respon- 
sibility, but that’s not something that 
lands in your lap automatically at 
any particular birthday. 

Parents are told by psychologists 
that positive reinforcement is much 
more effective than negative pun- 


ishment in raising kids. Why do peo- 
ple think this doesn’t translate to 
teaching young adults to use alcohol 
responsibly? 

When I lived in Germany, I rou- 
tinely saw kids as young as 13 and 
14 having wine with their parents 
at restaurants. The German parents 
we knew felt it was important both 
to teach their kids to understand 
how to drink responsibly and how to 
enjoy alcohol without hurting them- 
selves. I think the brain research 
makes a strong case that kids that 
young ought not to be drinking, but 
certainly by late teens, they should 
learn limits and self-restraint rath- 
er than have their introduction to 
alcohol be the slinking about and 
scheming.

What would you consider the 
best-buy tequila? Quality, 
yet good price. 

That’s actually a com- 
plicated question. Good 
tequilas are gener- 
ally more expensive 
than other spirits, and 
then there is the question of 
whether you will be sipping them 
neat or mixing them in a cocktail. 
Best buys? If you’re mainly going to 
be mixing in cocktails, I’d go for a 
bianco under $40, something like 
Siembra Azul, Milagro or maybe 
splurge a little on El Tesoro. If you 
maybe both sipping and mixing. I’d 
buy a reposado. Sauza Hornitos, at 
$28, is as cheap as I would go, but 
I’d only really mix with it. For sip- 
ping, you can do better with some- 
thing like El Diamante del Cielo or 
Casa Noble. 


How can I use tequila in cooking — 
like pasta with vodka sauce? 

Do a shot between every direction 
in a recipe!

I have used the recipe you all ran to 
make limoncello.
